Mr Eden informed the Houle, that he hada petition to of- 
fer to them on behalf of the iron mannfacturers of this kingdom, 
again{t the propofitions of ghe Irifh Parliament. ‘The petition- 
ers, the Hon. member ftaeed, were not, till lately, tully ap- 
prifed of the extent in which their trade would be injured, if 
thofe propofitions were adopted. They had underftood that 
the regulation was only ¢e affect bar-iron, in which cafe they 
would have had no caufe of complaint; but they had: fince 
learnt, that a refufal had been given to the application of the 
manufacturers of bar-iron to be heard by coun Mf 3; and that, if 
the regulation was adopted, it would effentially injure their in- 
terelts. Mr Eden then moved to bring up the pcticion. 

The Chanvellor of the Exchequer oppofed the petition being 
brought up, which he conecived could not be done confiltent 
with the rules of the Houfe, which had yétterday refolved, 
that no further petitions thowld be received againit the Irith re- 
folutions F ad: unlefs fome more forcible and convincing argu- 
ments co uced, he hould vote againit receiving ' the’ 
petition, vdidiog’ char Bx weeks og bs ga have 
itated their objections from as fall on the fubjet of 
the propofitions of the Irith Parliament as they could be in 
pofleilion of at this time. 

Mr £den faid, a petition of a fimilar tendency had been ex- 
pected to be prefented yefterday by the’ Lord Advocate of 
Scotland, 

The Lord Advocate {faid, that his omiffion to offer the peti- 
tion to the confideration of the Houfe, did not arife from any 
inattention to the duty he owed to his conftituents, but being 
under the neceflity of attending the Houfe of Lords in his pro- 
fefliona) capacity, when he came to the Honfe of Commons he 
found he was precluded from the opportunity of complying 


. with the wifhes of his conftituents, by the Houfe having deter- 


mined to receive po more petitions againit the Irifh refolutions. 

Mr Fox thought the learned Lord had received the petition 
early enough to have prefented it yefterday. 

Mr Thornton (member for Hull) oppofed the motion for 
bringing up the petition, as being edltulated for the mere pur- 
pofe of procraftination. 

Mr Hamet agreed with the laft fpeaker.' 

Mr Felliffe thought the petition orght to’be received, as on 
two dilting& grounds its allegations ‘ought ta be atrénded to; 
the firft was, that the petitioners ftated themfelves to be ag- 
grieved; and the fecond was, that the Minifter had faid, in an 
early ftage of the bufinefs refpecting the adjuftment of a com- 
mercial intercourfe between Etgland and Ireland, be thould be 
wiliing at any time to attend ferioufly to whatever application’ 
might be made on the fubject of his propofed commercial ar- 
rangement with Ireland. — ° 

Lord Morth was of opinion, that the petition might be re- 
ceived, without any violation of the form of parliamentary pro- 
ceedings. 


had alledged, that they had been prevented by any mifconduct 
of his Majeity’s Miniiters from oppofing the refolutions on an 
earlier day, he fhould have thought that argument a fufficieant 
ground for deviating from the order of the Houfe againit re- 
ceiving any further petitions ; but he was induced to abandon 
his objection only from the circumftance of it having been tta- 
ted, that the petitioners were ignorant of the actual tendency 
of the Irifh rclaeaiais till the day before yelterday. 

The petition was then brought up ; and the Houfe having 
refolved itfelf into a Committee, for the further confideration 
of fo much of his Majelty’s fpecch as regards the adjuftment of 
a commercial intercourfe between Great Britain and Ireland. 

Mr William Gibbon, an iron manufacturer of Briftol, and 
Mr Ely, alfo concerned in that branch, wese-examined at the 
bar ; and the tendency of their evidetice, whith arofe in con- 
fequence of queftions fuggeited by Mr ‘Taylor, Mr Powys, Mr 
Eden. Mr Sloper, Sir William Cunningham, Mr Thornton, 
&c. &c. went to prove, that if the refolutions of the Irith Par- 
liament were adopted, the trade of England, in the iron 
branch, mutt inevitably fultain great injury. 

Irish Proposirions. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer rofe about half paft nine 
o’clock, to make his motion relative to the Irith propofitions. 
He began by dividing his fy{tem into the three following parts, 
namely, the firft and fecond related to the foreign trade with 
Ireland, and from thence to Great Britain ; and the third re- 
Jated to the return that Ireland was to make to Great Britain 
for this extenfion of commerce. He was aware of the great 
length into which this fyftem of commerce, a fubject fo com- 
plicated as it was, and of fo great and important a nature, that 
he begged the indulgence of the Committee if he fhould detain 
them longer than he could poflibly be aware of- He trutfted to 
their liberality, generofity, and candonr, in that fupport which 
he tru(ted he thould this day experience on this great national 
queftion. He {tated his ideas in a very clear and con{prcuous 
manner, and made fuch liberal amendments therein ‘as muft 
have infured him fuccefs. He entered very largély into the 
different refolutions, and made his remarks thereon, and on 
the different petitions that have been prefented againit them, 
and the evidence heard at the bar. He faid, that Ireland has 
had, by the late regulations made in the commercial arrange- 
ment of the year 17738, all that could be given; the prefent 
was only putting into effect what was betore recognized by 
this country. With regard to Ireland being able to underfell 
this country in point of commercial concern, there is not the 
leaft room to found fach an apprehenfion, and he trafted thofe 
alarms, which were fyread through the country, would now, be 
done away by the prefeat fyitcm ; He then propofed the feve- 
ral refolutions for the approbation of the Committee, beginning, 
with the original refolution fubmixted to the Irifh Parliament. 

The next obfervation he had to makeawas founded on fuch a 
principle as would, he fuppofed, be {carcely controverted. As’ 
Ireland was to receive equal advantages. with Great Britain, 





from this extenfive commerce, it was but juit Ireland fhowd 


hold forth fuch advantages, by laying fimilar duties on the im- 

tation of the produce of Pa dou articles into Ireland, as was 
aid on thofe igported into Great Britain. He fhould there- 
fore propofe another refolution, which he trifted would be 
found to anfwer that purpofe : That it ‘as highly proper that 
no prohibition fhould exift in either country again{t the impor- 
tation, ufe, or fale of any article, the growth, produce, or 
manufacture of the other ; and that the duty on the imporsta- 
tion of every fuch article, if fubje&t to duty m either countrys 
fhould be precifely the fame in the one cowatfy as in the others 
except where an addition may be neceffary in cither country; 
in veneers of an internal duty op any fuch article of its 
own confumption. 

He entertained not the {malleft doubt with refpeét to Great 

Britain being ready to adopt and promote any sahelies, by which 
the can benefit Ireland, without materially injuring herfelf. 
She has already given every advantage of export and import of 
colonial articles to the fitter kingdom. She has given to Ire- 
land the liberty of fupplying hevfelf, and any part of the world 
that Inth thips may go 0. So that in fact what is ndw grant- 
ed to them by the refolutions, is nothing more than giving ef- 
fect to what has been recognized by this country. 
Such were the amendments he withed to introduce into this 
fy{tem, as would, he trufted, diminifh the objetions that 
might be made againft it. The apprehenfions that the pr.Wuce 
of the French Wett-India iflands imported into Ireland would 
find their way into this country, gave alarm to a very conG- 
derable and refpectable body of taen, namely, the Welt India 
planters and merchants of this city; but he trafted his next 
refolution would obviate thofe objections ; the tenor of which 
was, that, with all Welt India goods fhipped into Ireland, the 
original certificates, figned by his Majefty’s officcrs of Cuftoms 
in the Weft Indies, be tranimitted; and that if fach goods be 
not all fent at the fame time, a cupy of fuch certificate, propers 
ly authenticated, be tranfmitted with every future parcel. 

He was well aware, that all the objections were not obvia- 
ted ; much yet remained to be done before a completion of this 
bufinefs could be finally effected. However, he trafted that 
the great objections thereto would be in part, if not wholly 
done away. It was certainly the general words of the refolu- 
tion, that the Irith were actually empowered to import every 
article of the produce of India, the act not binding them that 
forbids Great Britain to trade beyond the Cape of Good

but the trade fhould be carried on by an exclufive Company. 


but he meant to allow a recompence for their confumption of 
the goods imported by the Eaft India Company. For this 
end he thought it mot equitable to permit their (hips, in afift-.

That it is alfo effential to the fettlement, that the produce 
of no country, beyond the Cape of Good Hope, be imported 


tothe Eaft India Company, but that their thips be at liberty. 
to touch at Ireland, and export from thence to every part of 
Afia every article of its produce. This he ftated to be the 
outlines of the firlt part of his fyftem, and which, accompanied 
_with the neceflary regulations, he wifhed the Houfe to adopt. 
This country, he obferved, had treated Ireland as an alien, in- 
ftead of a fifter and partner ; but he hoped thofe prejudices 
were now done away, and that Great Britain would zealoufly 
contribute to a generous fifter, and thew her gratitude. - He 
{tated the fecond part of his fyitem to confift in this, That 
goods now prohibited, fubjeét to duties tantamount to a prohi- 
bition, fheuld be imported into each kingdom, paying only fuch 
duty as would countervail that internal excife. e faid that 
an alarm had gone abroad in the northern part of this countrys 
refpeSting the importation of corn and grain, as highly injuri- 
ous to agriculture and the landed intereft of Scotland; this 
objection he meant to do away, by excepting corn, meal, &c. 
in this regulation. He then entered into the different refolu- 
tions as fubmitted to the Irith Parliament, with making his ob- 
fervations thereon, and remarked on the different petitions 
that had been prefented, and the evidence that had been heard 
at the bar. 

He dwelt in particular on that part that {eemed to create fo 
much alarm with refpeé to the rivalfhip. This, he ftrenuoaf- 
ly contended, was no juft ground of alarm, as it was clear 
that Ireland could not rival Great Britain, while England had 
it in her power to navigate her fhipping at a much more rea~ 
fonable rate than Ireland. He was arraigned for arrogance 
and folf-faffreiency in the profecutton of this bufinefs ; but no 
language, however ufed, fhould deter him from his duty, when 
he faw the propriety of perfitting therein. It was his inten'ion, 
he faid, to form this arrangement on a bafis the moft perma 
nent and firm, in the purfuit of which he fho#ld ‘never be deter 
red by clamour or idle mifreprefentation. With refpect to the 
cheapnefs of labour and provifions in Ireland, about which fo 
much had been faid, he would only appeal to the recollection 
of thofe who were beft acquainted with that country, whofe 
teltimony could bie taken as good authority, whether a poor 
country was ever known to fupplant a rich one in commerce, 
becaufe rude labovr, namely by delving and ditching, was 
cheaper there than here. It was not the labour othe mecha- 
nic or the artizan that was now reafonable, but the poor la- 
bouring man whofe fole employment was confinéd to agricul= 
ture, which was to wreft from this country every advantage it 
| derived from its opulence, from its expefience, and from its 
maturity. It had appeared from the teftimony of a very re- 


fpestable manufacturer, Mr Brookey that Hé had rua the ha- 
zard of his life by endéaveuring to: perfuade the manufacturers 
to be contented with the ptice given by the Manthefter people. 
Granting, at all events, every circumitance with ref»ect to the

what a comparatively fmall number of manufacturers it would. 
apply: How little, for inftance, would it avail in the articles 
of filk, cotton, &c. &c. and Jet every conclufion be drawn that 
juttice will allow. _ Here the Right Hon. Chancellor - of the 
Exchequer applied thefe arguments to the ‘other branches of 
manufa@ture, of paper, glafs, lcather, and carthen-ware. 

He next proceeded to the third part of his fyitem, relative 
to the return Ireland was to make for receiving this extenfion 
of commerce. This had been treated as a precarious return ; 
byt was it not evident to the under{tanding of every gentleman, 
that as commerce encreafed, fo would the wealth of the nation 
proportionably encreafe, and of courfe the furplus of the here- 
ditary revenue alfo encreafe? This furplus was to be appro- 

riated towards the fupport of the naval force of the empire, 
in fach manner as the Parliament of this kingdom fhould di- 
rect. 

He dwek a confiderable time on this part of his fpeech, and 


from Ireland, in a {peech of upwards of three hours, which he 
delivered with the moft altonifhing abilities. 

Lord North rofe as foon as the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer fat down, and faid, the Right Hon. Gentleman had in- 
troduced fo many new refolutions, and fo materially changed 
the face of the propofitions, that he would fubmit it to the can- 
dour of the Right Hon. Gentleman, whether it would not be 
proper to adjourn the debate, and cayfe the new refolutions to 
be printed for the ufe of the members, in order that gentlemen 
might have an opportunity of reading them with attention, of 
confidering their import, and making themfclves matters of 
their tendency, before they were called upon to decide upon 
queftions of {uch infinite importance to the two countries, and 
about which they could as yet be fo lithe informed, in confe- 

uence of the very great alterations juft intwoduced by the Rt. 
on. Gentleman. ‘There would be fomething, his Lerdthip 
faid, fo. extremely indecent in prefling the Houtfe of a fadden 
to a decifion of the leading queftion, that would pledge them 
to. vote for all the reft cf the propotisions, before they were ap- 
prifed of the trae meaning of ulmott any one of them, that he 
cou’ trot for a moment fuppofe the Right Hon. Gentleman 
had any idea of urging the Committee to a vote upon the que- 
ition before they parted, cfpecially contidering the very late 
hour of the night at which the Right Hon. Geatleman had 
him felf made the motion. . For his part, his Lordthip faid, he 
was utterly incapable of deciding upen the new refolutions 
which the Right Hon. Genticman had read in the courfe of his 
fpeech, or of entering into a difcuflion of their merits ; he was 
not faficiertly informed of their particular tarn and tendency, 
to attempt cither: all he could do was to fay, that oa the firit 
bluth of them they appeared to him to be amendments for the 
‘better, inafrauch as they materially cootrad.éted and correéted 
the {pirie and principle of the Irifh propofitions, which, as they 
had been originally introduced, appeared-ta him to be in the 
highet degree objectionable, impolitic, and unwife ; and which, 
es far as he had been able wo difeover, from having 
heard ‘the refolutions read once, (and he had Iftened to the 
Right Hon. Gentleman with the utmaft attention) were yet 
fur from being entirely cured of affording ftrong grounds for 
objcfion, greatly amended as he was ready to confels they 
were, by the new refulutions. For thefe reafons, his Lord- 


day, but fhould merely confine what he had to offer, to take no- 
tice of a few of the many things of a peifonal nature, which 
the Right Hon. Gentleraan had thought proper to fay of him, 
and of thofe who fat near him.* ‘I'he Right Hon. Gentleman, 
he obferved, rarely rofe without attaching him, and treating 
him with a degree of marked contempt, to both of whiclr he 
~was moft heartily welcome ; but he would juft remind the Re. 
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mover of it rather to.coptent himfelf with endeavouring to re- 
conimend it to the Houfe by an abufe of what others had done 
on the fame fubje&, than to reft ic on its own merits. The 
Right Hon. Gentleman undoalredly feit a pleafure in abirling 
him, and therefore it fhewed his ingenuiiv to fix upon fach 
fubjecis as would ferve to gratify his favourite propentity, tho’ 
they would not afford much ground for found reafosing ia their 
fupport, or bear any great degree of compliment. Havirg made 
thefe ironical remarks on the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s 
conduct, Lord North proceeded to a jullidcation of himfelf 
from Mr Pitt’s attack, and, by a referenee to facts, proved, that 
what he had granted to Ireland, when he had the honour of 
being firft Lord of the Treafury, Rad not been what the Right 
Honourable Gentleman had ftated, nor any thing like what the 
Right Honourable Gentleman now propofed to grant, but 
erely a right to export and import to and from the Weit In- 
dies, under certain circumftances of circamfeription, fafety, and 
fecurity to the commercial rights of this country. So far was 
he, his Lordfhip faid, from having been at any time willing to 
go the length of facrificing the commercial interefts of Great 
Britain to Ireland, that he had uniformly oppofed fuch an idea 
on every occafion, when the fubjea@ had come under confidera- 
tion ; and impreffed with this fentiment, it was, that he had 
that day come down to the Houfe determined to vote againtt 
the propofitions, which he certainly fhould have done, had 
they ftood in their original form. 
into an inveftigation of the circumftances alluded to by a pam- 
phleteer, who had, he faid, been iattructed to abufe him, and 
whofe arguments and ftile fo nearly correfponded with thofe of 
the Right Hononrable Gentleman, that a ftranger would have 
have thought the pamphletcer and the Right Honourable Gen- 
tleman were one and the fame perfon. e conteaded, that it 
was unfair for any man to confider the report of a fpeech in 
Parliament givea in a Parliamentary Regifter, or a newfpaper, 
as a fufficient authority to urge it again{t him, as a proof of 
his argument or his declarations. It fo happened, however, 
thatthe fpeech in queftion, given as it was, did not furnith 
ground fufficient to make out the pamphlctecr’s reafoning, or 
to prove that he had ever been an advocate for a furrender of 
the commerce of Great Britain to Ireland. His Lordthip read 
fome extracts from the {peech, as cited in the pamphlet, which 
frilly corroborated his reafoning. He recapitulated alfo the 
whole of the tranfactions on the fubject of the different cef-

and decency, the Right honourable Gentleman would accede 
to fuch a motion, 

Mr Fox rofe about one o'clock, and fpoke on the fubject 
for more than three hours. ‘ He prefaced his fpeech with fay- 
ing, that confidering® the vaft variety Of matter perfectly new, 
together with the numerous alterations of that with which they 
were acquainted, the Committee ma(t excufe him if he fhould 
be forced to take up a confiderable part of their time, Att fo 
late an hour this was certainly a very difagreeable matter ; and 
he was in hopes that the very proper motion made by his noble 
friend, for moving to report progrefs, to print the refolutions, 
and to fit again, would have met the chearful concurrence of 
his Majefty’s Minifter. In the particular circumftances of the 
cafe, furely, it would be decent and becoming to adopt that mea- 
fure ; amd he would not prevent any gentleman from rifing to 
inform {the Committee, thas the motion of the noble Lord 
would not be brought to a vore.- If they perfifted however in 
their determination to force the Houfe to decide on a fet of 
propofitions perfedtly new, unheard of, and unexpected, in lefs 
time than the Right Hon. Gentleman had occupied id ftating 
them, he muft, however Joagh to intrude upon the time of tie 
Committee at fo late ‘an hour, go pretty mucly at length into 
the examination of the fubjéa. ‘There were no lefs than fix- 
teen new refolutionsy zogether with the eleven old ones, fo 
that at one o’clock im the -morning he had to call the attention 
of the Committee to the difeuffion of no lef than twenty-feven 
rcfolutions. 

With refpe% to the merit of being the fole authior of this 
fyftem, he was molt ready to give the Right Hon. Gentleman 
the credit which was due to him, of his being the fole author. 
To him alene belonged the merit or the demerit of inventing 
this new fyftem ; for undoubtedly it flowed from no neceility, 
it fprung from no urgent complaints on thg part of the people 
of Ireland, from no cafe made out. It was without divifior 
his own. -It was, he: confefled, with confiderable aftonifh- 
ment, that he heard the Righs Hon. Gentleman that day ftate 
his new propofitions; which were directly, totally, and vitally 
in contradiction to she fyltem on which he had fet out, and 
from which, if they,,had tufted to his own declaration, they 
would have belicved: it impefible for him to deviate. 

He had always confidered that the boafted bafis of the 
Right Hon. Gencleman’s-fgfem was: reciprocity in correfpon- 
dent duties, and rediprocity in prohibitions. This priaciple 
the Right Hon. Gentleman had completely abandoned in thefe 
now propefitions ; fof-particularly in the article of beer, an ex- 
ception was made'to the reciprocity on corrcfpondent dutics ; 
and in the ‘7th refolution, a change was made with refpect to 
prohibitions. The’ Right Hon. Gentleman had therefore re- 
tracted and recanted his original principles— He had abardon- 
ed the ground on whith be had fet out, and’ which he had fo 
folemnly pledged himfelf that the whole of his fyltem fhould 
ftand or fall He had abandoned the reciprocity of corref- 
pondent duties ; he had abandoned the fecipevical prokibition 
of raw materials ; and had now come forward with a fet of 
propofitions diametrically and fuydamentally oppofite to his firtt 
fyitem, which at thé fame'time he had faid could admit of no 

: « cvpsifacisiil ey we 
_ ings, sod wet ae lod afperity, reprobated the charge 
which was imputed to him of rafhnefs in the original propofi- 
tions : But had not his conduct been rafh ? Had not the Right 
Hon. Gentleman’s condué that day given the moft unequivo- 
cal teftimony to the oviginal rafhnefs of his fyftem? What 
could be a more decifive proof of original raftnefs than com- 
pleat retraction ? ‘Thefz alterations the Committee was now 
called upon ‘in another rafh hour to decide upon, without deli- 
beration, and without enquiry. Though he was not ready to 
give judgment on them from having heard them once curforily 
réad over, be muft: yet fay, that if the Right Hon. Gentle- 
man perfifted in forting the Committee to a vote on propofi- 
tions, which they had not heard till after midnight, he mutt 
give his direct negative, as conceiving them to be at the beft 
uaneceflary, perhaps; ‘and’ moft likely as. pernicious, and as 
fraught with confcquttmces two alarming to be harboured even 
in imagination. | ' 

le faid he muft. congratulate the Country on the happy cf- 
cape which they had madefrom the fyitem which the Right 
Hon. Gentleman had:propofed two months ago. ‘That fyitem 
was within four and twenty hours of being carried through that 
Houfe. The Right Hoa. Gentleman inveighed againft the, 
oppofition whieh was made to it. He, with his ufual high 
tone, called the arguments of the fide of the Houfe on which 
he fat, the ebullitions. of. fa@ion, envy, and difappointment. 
He called their folemn appeal to the nation and the legiftature, 
artifices to excite unneceflary clamour. But what now was ac- 
knowledged by the Right Hon. Ga&deman ?—that the fyitem 
which he had propafed two months ago was deficicnt and etro- 
ncous—that it was fraught with innumerable dangers ; and 
that if it had paffed, it mult have been moft injurious to the 
country.

We fhould 
not have had the fecurity of bonds and cockets in our inter- 
courfe with Ircland, as we find neceffary in our internal traf 
fick from port to port, as a fecurity againft contraband trade. 
We fhould not have ;fipalaced that the Irith fhould not give 
bounti¢s, nor allow drawbacks on goods exported to our colo-

in Ireland, on the produce of foreign colonies ;° fo that, at any 
future time, Irelamd might have taken off thofe annual duties 
which then exificd, and have given free admifhon to the pro- 
duce of foreign colonics, to the ruin of our owm+— a thing 
which it was too probable they might be inttigated todo from 
intereft. Wethould therefore have been bound for ever to the 
performance of our ditadvantageous part of the bargains and 
they would not have been bound to their part. The incon- 
gruity of the fifth refolution would have been overlocketh; by 
which a monftrous abfurdity would have been fuffered to exift, 
as well as an evils; for the Irifh would have been able to have 
drawn the refource from our confumption. - 
Such were the evils which would have taken place on the 
confeflion of the Right Hon. Gentleman, if the refolutions. 
which he propofed two months ago had paffed into.a law. All 
thefe moft alarmmg confequences muft have refulted ; all thefe 
the Right Hon, Gentleman had now acknowledged, and had 
this day moved refolutions to correct. In doing that, he had 
compleatly changed the ground on which fet out. He decla. 
red that the fpirit of his fyftem was to fquare and conclude the 
relative fituation of the wwo kingdoms, and this was to be ac- 
complifhed by compleat reciprocity. That principle had been 
abandoned in the particular exception of beer, and {till more 
in the remarkable change which was naw made in the 7th re. 
folution, in which the prohibition of drawbacks was no longer 
Reciprocity, therefore, which was the vital prin. 
ciple, the fpirit, the quinteflence of his fyftem, was abandoned, 
‘This was proved, not only from what he himfelf faid ia thay 
Houfe, but, if they might trutt to the report of a newfpaper, 
was {till more fo in the {peech of Mr Orde : ‘That Mr Onde’s 





that though he was evcral days in London, he never took his 
feat in the Houfe to declare that it was miSeprefented, though 
arguments were daily founded upon it. 

That the alterations which My Pitt had now propofed were , 
for the better, he was ready moft chewfully to admit. They 
certainly made the fyltem sore palatable to Engluhmen. He 
mentioned them, to thew the Houfe the benefits of deliberation 
and delay in a buiinefs of fuch magnitude. He meationed 
them to fhew the benefits of that fortunate alarm which gentle. 
men on his fide of the Houfe had {pread two months ago; by 
which time had been obtained, by which the country had been 
able to come forward, - and to give thofe lights to the Houfe 
which had been the happy means of producing the important 
alterations which they had heard propofed that day. He men- 
tioned them to {hew what muft have been the coafequence if 
they had implicitly given into the fyltem, which the rafynefs of 
the Right Hon. Geatleman, he would not fay.the ignérunce,: 
but which his extraordinary confidence in himfclf had induced 
hin fo peremptorily, and {o triumphantly to propofe. 

There was another and a greater reafon for his micntioning 
thefe things, and that was to fhew the Committee that there 
was occation for more delay. They would be taught by this * 
experience, that benefits were to be derived from inquiry and? 
difcufion. If in two months fo many, and fuch imporcant er- 
rors had been difcovered, what might they not expect frona 
longer time, and more general difcuflion? IF the Right Hor, 
Gentleman had in two months gleaned fo much from whe gen- 
tlemen oppofite to him-—from thofe yentlemen, whofe :dews tre 
certainly was not much difpofed avowedly and ingenuoutly va 
adopt, however he might floop feeretly to benefit from them— 
what might they not expeét when his bright intellects fhould 
have bad-eswe-to-—F OTK or the fipyetions with Wich Tie 
furnifhed him? What might not be /ruits of thofe ideas which 
had /prung up on the oppolite fide of the Houfe, when he

Nothing, furcly, could be more beneficial than to wait for their 
mature production.. He was fenfible that the gentlemen round — , 
him would be happy to intruft the progeay of their minds to, 
his culture. If he was a phagiary, he was a plagiary uncom- , 
monly endowed: for he decorated that which he. itole in fuch 
gay and luxuriant apparel; he enriched it with fach additions 
of lowers and embroidery ; that though the parents might re- 
cognize their offspring, they muft be proud to fee them fo fu- 
periorly ornamented, and muft be happy that the Right Hon. 
Gentleman had condefcended to adope, and make them his own. 
‘There was one thing rather remarkable in the conduét of the 
Right Hon. Gentleman this night ; he had deviated from his 
ufual practice. Jt was ufual for him to reprobate while he :a- 
dopted their ideas: ‘This night he had not done fo; he had |. 
not, as ufwal, accompanied his acceptance of theis advice with 
any exprefhions of his contenypt. 

In refpect to the letter of the noble Lord in the blue ribband - 

to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, which Mr Pitt had refer- 
red to, he did not expect that even from him that fetter would 
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be held out as an evidence of the noble Lord’s having the with 
to countenance fuch a fyitem as the prefent. "The letter had 
been read, and the Committee would judge for themfelves. 
He would only fay, that that letter {poke the fentiments of all 
his ect} fervants at that time, and it fhewed that the fy- 
ftem which they oppofed now, they had fet their faces againft 
then. He could not help here, he faid, making a remark, en 
pafant, of a curious diftinction which the Right Hon. Gentle- 
man* was fond of making —a diftinction which manifetted 2 
kind of fomething which he did not know well how to defcribe 
—an over-pleafure with his own fitwation. When he {poke af 
the noble Lord in the blue ribband in his characters of firlk 
Lord of the Treafury, and as one of the Secretaries of State, 
he confidered him as eflentially different. He attached to the 
one all the dignity of fuperior and almoft fole authority, and 
fole refponfibility —while in the other he confidered him rather 
as ating under or with a Miniftery,. than as a Minifter. In 
like manner, when he reprobated coalitions-—he feemed to do 
it in the fame fpirit~His charge was for coalefcing with the 
Prime Minifter, who conducted the American war—while he 
defended his own coalitions with men who had been equally 
active in the countenance and fupport of that war, by infinuat- 
ing that he had only coalefced with inferior characters — Lord 
Chancellors of England, and fuch like people of no account— 
but he had not been fo infamous as to coalefce with a Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer and a Firft Lord of the Treafury © with 
that great fuperintending Minifter, who was the foul of the. 
fyftem which he profeffed. This fort of over-pleafure was cer- 
tainly pardonable, as it legato no ill confequence.

Mr Fox then made a Fetcrepce te the new Board of Trade

obferved between the Treafury and the Board—but which of 
the two Was the right hand, and which the left in this bufinefs, 
twas act eafy to fuggelt. Certainly the minitter had till of 
ye been fond of difclaiming certain obnoxious connexions,— 
fle had with a high tone reprobated any fricudihip or inumacy 
yith that Right Hon. Gentleman who had been long fulpect- 
dof hasing-teo much influence in the government of this 
country. But when the Irith propofitions had excited fuch an 
garm— when the minds of men were irritated by fo lavifh a 
{yrender of every thing that was dear—-when the miniiler be- 
gin to fect himfclf weak and tottering—his high flown lan- 
goage with refpecét to the Right Hon, Gentleman, and his 
roud rejection of his affiftance abated, and he was more con- 
cliaing in his manners—This was by no means ftrange--+ 
« Mifery makes us acquainted with ftrange companions.”--- 
The Right Hon. Gentleman indeed fecmed not to know what 
todo; there was aa indecifion aboyt him, that would induce 
cople to think, either that he did not know what feps to take, 
or that fecing Which were beft, he had not refolution cnongh 
to purfue them.

Gentleman, (Mr Jenktnfon)- he had no fteadinels ; one day

Mr Fox made feveral obfervations on diferent articles 
which would be materially affected by thefe refolutions, and 
animadverted on the arguments of Mr Pitt. He had faid, 
that giving to the Irith the benefit of the Englith marker for 
colonial produce, though it would not enable them to hurt us 
in the Englith market, would yet avail them confilerably 5 for 
having this ICnglith ifue, they would henceforth avail them- 
felves more of the foreign market. This was one of the moft 
unfortuaate arguments he had heard from the moft unfortunate 
reafuner. If i¢ was true of the colonial produce, that having 
the Eng!it: market as an fue would avail them in the foreign 
market; it held equally true of their manufactures, and they 
would by this means be enabled to meet the Englifh manu- 
fadures abroad. ‘Tus an end was put to the invective thrown 
on the manufacturers for having aferted in evidence that they 
would hive a dangerour competition in the foreign market. 
But did’ the Right Hon. Gentleman know, that to colonial 
produce the Britifh markct was every thing, and the forcign 
market nothing ? 

Thar the navigation aét was in danger from the fyftem, as 
it originally ftood, was evident from the remedy which 
the Miniter, now propofed ; a remedy which would certainly 
eccafion very material confideration, for it indicated that not- 


se {withftanding the independence of Ireland. in commercial Jawa,

He defired to kriow what affurance Mr Pitt could give them 
befides fine words, that the Irifh nation would be fatisfied even 
with this fyftem. Had they any fecurity from experience ? 
When Lord North, in 1780, gave them a free trade go the 
colonies, they declared themfelves fully fatished ; byt in a few 
months they faid the contrary. When the admipiffiarion of 
which he was a member in 1783 gave them a free conftitution, 
they declared that a queftion could never occur between the 
two nations ; and yet in the very next feflion they were called 
upon for more. Thefe things too were granted"by.chis country 
on the declaration of the greateft and beft informed men of 
Ireland, that they were the things precifely wamed ; on the 
declarations of Mr Huffey Burgh, Mr Grartaf, and others, 
What fecurity had they that this would .be mere conchufive 
than the former grants? Was it becaufe it was propofed by an 
* Englith Gentleman, Mr Orde, who knew nothing of their 
wants or their difpofition ? Or was. jt becaufe it was given theni 
without being afked for, and without knowing whether. it was 
what they wanted ? 

It was certainly true, that one nation might not lofe by an- 
other’s opening a new channel of commerce ; bat it fo happen- 
ed, that in this new fyftem Ireland could not gain any one 
thing which England would not lofe. This conftituted the 
impolicy of the fy{tem; for, by this means, it would fir up 
jealoufy, and make Englifhmen and Irifhmen look at one ano- 
ther with cold hearts and fufpicious eyes. 

Another objection to this fyftem was, that it would revive 
all that they had been ftriving, by the commytation act and 
others, to fupprefs, the evil of {muggling.
